1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence^ claims 
17-44 to the invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 17-44 have 
been cancelled. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of a 
composition of matter and an optical apparatus utilizing the composition having the 
claimed structure and claimed limitations, wherein a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper. Please particularly note the combination of claimed elements and 
claimed limitations, including, as recited in claim 1 , the glassifier combines with the 
electro-optic material chemicals, wherein at least one of the chemicals bonds with the 
glassifier so that the resulting material is less responsive to an electric field; also as 
recited in claim 7 and 14, the second portion comprises the electro-optic chemicals of 
the first portion and a glassifier, so that the second portion has a refractive index which 
is less responsive to an electric field than that of the first portion. 

Therefore, in light of the Applicants' arguments and/or amendments, the claimed 
invention is considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
